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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. While the examiner agrees that a sheet being rolled up is structurely different from the roll being folded as recited, he 
must consider the overall result of the two arrangements. The prior art, having the sheet rolled, still disperses the agent uniformely over the 
target area as would be the case if the sheet was folded instead of being rolled up. Therefore, despite the difference of the sheet being 
rolled up verses being folded, the end result is the same and thus, the instant invention is not deemed to patantably distinct from the prior 
art at this stage. 
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
